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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response on July 29, 2005 to the previous office action mailed April 
29, 2005 is acknowledged. Claims 30-44 and 46-55 stand withdrawn by the Office as 
drawn to nonelected species. The Applicant have canceled claims 1-28, and claim 45. 
Claims 29, 56, and 57 have been amended to delete reference to the Applicant's 
elected species which was rejected under 102(b) in the previous office action. The 
Examiner has moved onto the next species and has found art and a 102(b) rejection 
has been set forth below. Claims 56 and 57 are withdrawn, as they do not read on the 
Examiner's elected species. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 14, filed July 29, 2005, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 29, 45, 56, and 57 under 35 USC 102(b) have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn due to the 
Applicants having canceled claim 45 and amended claims 29, 56 and 57 to delete the 
elected species wherein R1 and AA1 together represent Ala, Gly, Gin, Lys, or Asn, AA2 
represents Arg, AA3 represents Ala, AA4 represents Lys, and R2 represents 3S-1, 
2,3,4-tetrahydro-j-carboline-3-carbowlic acid-z-yl. However, upon further consideration, 
a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of the amendment and is set forth below. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The use of H in describing an amino acid, such as AA1 and 
AA2 together represent H is open to interpretation. H can be interpreted as Histidine or 
Hydrogen, see claim 29 on page 4 and line 5. Applicant's might consider stating that 
A1 , AA1 , and AA2 together are absent if indicating that the first amino acid residue in 
the sequence is Alanine (Ala), i.e. AA3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wu et al, 
Synthesis and Thrombolytic Activity of Pseudopeptides Related to Fibrinogen Fragment, 
Bioorganic & Medicinal Chemistry Letters, Vol. 12 September (2002), pages 2331-2333, 
presented in the previous office action. Wu et al discloses a compound where R1 
represents Boc, AA1 represents Gly, AA2 represents Arg(Tos); AA3 represents Ala, 
AA4 represents Lys(CIZ), and R2 represents 3S-1,2,3,4-tetrahydro-p-carboline-3- 
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carboalic acid benzyl ester-2-yl; see page 2232 wherein the instantly claimed compound 
are disclosed. Therefore the invention as a whole is anticipated by the Wu et al 
reference.
